Advice of Dur Pꝛivy Council, to Publiſh Our Royal Pleaſure, And We do hereby ſtrictly Charge and 
Command the ſaid Colonel John Rumſey, Richard Rumbold, Richard Nelthorp, Edward Wade, Richard Good- 
enough, Captain Walcot, William Thompſon, James Ryrton, and William Hone, and every of them, foꝛthwith 
to render themſelves to ſome of Our Judges oꝛ Juſtices of Peace, in oꝛder to their Pꝛolecution accozding 
to Law. And dle do hereby Require and Command, as well all and ſingular Our Judges, Juſti⸗ 
ces of the Peace, Mayozs, Sheriffs, Conſtables, and Headbo:oughs, as alſo the Officers and Miniſters 
of Our Poꝛts, and all other Our Subjects whatſoever within Our Realms of England, Scotland, Ireland, 
o2 Dominion of Wales, and all other Our Dominions and Territozies, to be diligent in enquiring and 
ſearching foꝛ the ſaid Offenders in all Places whatſoever, as well within Liberties as without: And 
if they ſhall happen to take any of them, oz that they ſhall render themſelves, Pur further Mill and 
{Pleaſure is, That they cauſe him oꝛ them ſo Appꝛehended, to be ſafely carried befoze the next Juſtice of 
the Peace to the Place where he oꝛ they ſhall be Arreſted, whom Me ſtrictly Charge to commit to Pziſon, 
and pꝛeſently inkoꝛm us, oꝛ Our P2ivy Council of ſuch Appꝛehenſion. And Me do hereby further De⸗ 
clare and Publiſh, That if any Perſon oꝛ Yerſons, after this Pur Pꝛoclamation, ſhall directly oz indi⸗ 
rectly conceal, harbour, keep, retain oz maintain the ſaid Offenders, oꝛ any of them, oꝛ ſhall contrive oz 
connive at any means Whereby they oz any of them may eſcape from being Taken oz Arreſted, oz ſhall 
not uſe their beſt endeavours foꝛ the Appꝛehenſion of them, as well by giving due Advertiſement thereof 
to Our Officers, as by all other god means, Me will (as there is juſt cauſe) pzocad againſt them that 
ſhall ſo neglect this Our Commandment With all Severity. And We do allo Declare, That whoſoever - 
ſhall Diſcover the ſaid Offenders, oꝛ any of them, either within Our Kingdoms of England, Scotland, 
[reland, oꝛ Dominion of Wales, oz in any other Our Dominions and Territoꝛies, oꝛ elſewhere beyond the 
Seas, and ſhall cauſe them oꝛ any of them to be Appꝛehended and bꝛought in as afozeſaid, ſhall have a 
Reward of One hundzed pounds foz each of the ſaid Perſons, to be paid unto him in Recompence of 
ſuch his Service. |
